When Mountbatten visited me 
at Chequers before taking up 
his new duties I told him, ac- 
cording o his account, “You 
are t0 plan for the offensive.

Each af thes> had its 
own advantages and disadvan- 
tages, which had to be weighed 
up under a whdle set of diffey- 
ent headings and varying, some- 
times uncertain, ‘factors. 


Of these the principal were 
beaches, weather and tides; sites 
for constructing airfields, length 
of voyage; nearby ports that 
could be captured; the nature of 
the hinterland for subsequent 
operations; provision of cover 
by home-based alreraft; enemy 
dispositions, thelr minefields and 
defences. 2 


Normandy gave 
‘best hope 


IHE choice easily narrowed to 
the Pas de Calais or Nor- 
mandy. The former gave us the 
shorter sea passage and the best 
air cover, but here the defences 
were the most formidable. Gen. 
Morgan and his advisers recom- 
mended the Normandy coast, 
which from the first had been 
advocated by Mountbatten.

It had been found that by 
adding a‘proporttoniotawood pulp 
in various forms to ordinary sea 
ice the mixture lost the britide 
qualities associated with ice and 
became extremely tough. This 
substance, called Pykrete, after 
its inventor, ecemed to offer great 
possibilities not only fer our 
needs in Northwest Europe, but 
also elsewhere. 

Tt} was found that as the ice 
melted the fibrous content quick- 
ly formed a furry outer surface 
which acted a3 an insulator and 
greatly retarded the melting 
process. Much development 
work was eventually done on this 
idea, particularly in Canada, dut 
for various reasons it never had 
any success.

“If a boxer is Ienocked out, or 
his fight is stopped, he is au‘o- 
matically suspended until he ‘thas 
satisfied the medical board of ihis 
fitness. There is no hard and 
fost rule as to the length of the 
suspension, because of the vary- 
ing powers of recovery of par- 
ticular men, but no one is 
allowed to overrule the decision 
of a modical officer,” he added.

When Sam Brown decided to 
join, he filled in a form, was 
checked with the Security 
Branch of the Regular Force, 
and when there were enough 
like him to form a squad of 30, 
he was notified to appear. So 
the initial training began, and 
this went on for four or five 
Months, Sam learning how to 
handle and fire sten guns, bren 
guns and revolvers, as well as 
receiving elementary  instruc- 
tion in law and police duty. He 
may have had some previous 
military training which, of 
course, greatly helped, When 
his Instructor decided that Sam 
was satisfactory, he was given a 
‘Medical,’ then sworn in and 
tssued with a uniform. Finally, 
he was posted to one of the re- 
gular police divisions. 


WIDER FIELD 


‘Now Tom Jones has much the 
fame sort of training, though 
perhaps it covers a wider field, 
and he joins in rather a dif- 
ferent way. To begin with, 
the choice is not his, but hav- 
ing had his Medical and been 
directed, he is allowed a certain 
time in which to object to his 
drafting. Presuming he doesn’t, 
Tom is submitted to the con- 
centrated initial training which 
nowadays takes only two 
months, and then he is drafted 
to a squad of.-30 attached to a 
Regular Division. 

The plan is to eventually have 
one Special. Chinese and one 
non-Chinese division for each 
of the ‘six divisions of the Re- 
gular Force—three in Hongkong 
and three across the harbour. 
One little. squad of ‘Specials’

The Marine Division is an 
innovation in the Special branch,

240 NEW RECRUITS 


Since the Law was amended 
last month to conform with the 
compulsory’‘call-up affecting all 
British subjects in the Colony, 
240 recruits have been received 
in the Special Constabulary 
trom the Director of Manpower. 
Of these 180 are English-speak- 
ing and the other 60 Chinese, to 
balance the numbers, as, it Js 
planned to have the same num- 
ber in each contingent when the 
whole organisation is finally 
complete. 

To take in 240 recruits at a 
time is just about as many a3 
those of the Regular Force 
who train them can deal with, 
for unlike the Defence Force, 
they have no full time staff 
for this purpose. Should it be 
necessary, the Commissioner of 
Police -can . cdill’ upon the 
Specials for 24-hour duty. Sam 
Brown, of course, does not 
need to be called up, though he 
answers now to the same rules 
as Tom Jones.
